Drove Six Blood-Stained 
Captives Through the 
Streets of Town. 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 
Marion, Ill. December 14.—The 
march of several hundred armed men 
driving before them through the 
streets of Herrin six blood-stained 
prisoners and the later finding of 
20 bodies was described to the jury 
by several witnesses today at the 
trial of five men in connection with 


the riot. 
Before a tense audience which 


packed the courtroom, witnesses for 
the state pointed out three of the 
defendants as men they had seen with 
weapons on the morning of the trage- 


"Six of the bodies, according to J. 
Marshall Lentz, a Herrin rea] estate 
dealer, and T. N. Lentz, his brother, 
who is a blacksmith and a member 
of the United Mine Workers of 
America, were bound together with a 
single rope about their necks. Four- 
teen other dead or -injured victims 
were found on the outskirts of the 
town, they testified. 

Finds Dead Men. . 


Marshall! Lentz, the first of the two 
to take the stand, testified to see- 
ing a crowd of several hundred men 
passing his house in Herrin early 
in the morning of June 22, the day of 
the killings. He said that the crowd 
acted like a mob and that “about six 
prisoners with bloody heads were be- 
ing driven ahead.” Later, he said, 
he had gone with his brother through 
the woods at the edge of the village. 

“What did you see in the woods?” 
he was asked. , 

“Fourteen men who had been shot 
down and some armed men,” and ad- 
ded that he had then gone toward the 
city cemetery.

For Deportation 


Of Greek Primate 


While Conciliatory on Other 
Points, Insist Church 
Head Must Go. 


Lausanne, December 14.—(By_ the 
Associated Press.)—Although Turkey 
was conciliatory today on the great 


question of Secon’ some form of 
supervision from without on the gen- 
eral treatment of. the Christian 
populations inhabiting Turkey, she 
proved adamant in insisting upon the 
deportation from Constantinople of 
the supreme patriarch of the Greek 
Orthodox.chureh. 

This is one of the most important 
issues of the Lausanne conference. 
Around it all centers the historical and 
religious differences between Chris- 
tianity and Mohammedism. Since the 
Turks consider Constantinople their 
sacred city they resent that its soil 
should serve as the permanent seat of 
the pontiff of the Greek Christian 
church. They maintain that Athens 
or Rome or some other avowedly 
Christian center should, be chosen as 
his place of residence. 

At the meeting of the sub-commis- 
sion on the exchange of populations 
this afternoon, the spied : deletes 
somewhat differently brought up the 
lquestion oof the Greek patriarch, 
knowing full well the dangers sur- 
rounding any discussion of this deli- 
cate religious problem.

One May Always Find a Sec- 
ond Opportunity, Says 
Christian Scientist. 


Loss of one opportunity does not 
mean that opportunity will never 
again present itself, it is asserted by 
Rev. Andrew J. Graham, lecturer of 
the First Church of Christ, Scientist, 
of Boston, Mass., in a lecture made

Citing the parable of the prodigal 
son from the Bible, Rev. Graham de- 
clares that “there is no past that is 
irreparable but . . . he must himself 
arise.” The message of the speak- 
er follows in part: 

And now, to proceed with the main 
thought, that is, the supposed power of 
the past and the destruction of that power 
through Cbristian Science. As an ex- 


ample, we cite the case of the Prodiga) 
Son, as it is recorded in St. Luke’s gospel. 
This igs the type of the prodigal sons of 
all ages. The truth revealed in Christian 
Science follows the prodigal into the far 
country. There is no place, no condition, 
where it is not present. It is the Good 
Shepherd going into the wilderness after 
the sheep that was lost. 
Pessimism Obscures View. 

The prodigal’s disease is a belief of 
wasted opportunity; he has left the home 
of love, separated himself from family 
and friends, squandered his means and 
wasted his years. When want and hunger 


over a dissipated past and sees no promise 
of redemption in the present life. The 
teaching to which he has been 
accustomed promised hi forgiveness in 
this life, but not renewed? opportunity. He 
sees the past as irreparable. So general is 
the belief that opportunity rejected is never 
succeeded by fresh opportunity, that. even 
the most loving friends of the prodigal 
keep fearing and thinking and saying: ‘He 
has lost his opportunity.’’ This grevious

In Compensation to 
Employees of Nation 


Washington, December 14.—The 
United States employee’s compersa- 
tion commission disbursed $2,627,170 
{rom its compensation fund and $156.,- 
v0 in salaries and expenses in the 
fiscal year ending last Jure 30, ac- 
cording to its sixth annual report, 
made public today. 

‘The najor totals dishurred in con- 
nection with compensation »xwards for 
injuries, illnesses, disabilities and 
deaths of civil employees of the gov- 
ernment while engaged in the per- 
formance of their duties were listed 
as injury compensation $1,169,775: 
lump sum awards for injury $415,- 
068; medical tratment and supplies 
$412,712; death compensation $569,- 
ovU0, and lump sum awards in cases 
of death $13,679. The commission 
has designated 3,323 physicians ihe, 
report showed, to provide service in 
cases under its jurisdiction in cities 
and towns where other government 
agencies have no facilities. Govern- 
inent employees entitled to care under 
the compensation act to the number 
of 5,481, the report said, were treated 
in public health service hospitals in 
the Jast fiscal year, and 49,244 re- 
ceived treatment in dispensaries. 

“With the decrease in the number 
of government employees,” the re- 
port said, “and the approach to nor- 
mal conditions, the number of in- 
jairiss reported and ciaims file: has 
greatly cecreased.”

The directors of the 
Music Festival association yesterday 
wired to Colonel William Lawson 
Peel, now in New York, to close a 
contract with the Metropolitan 
Grand Opera company for a week 
of grand opera in Atlanta next 
April, on the basis of the required 
$120,000 guarantee! 

This means that grand opera for 
Atianta and the south next year is 


assured. 
It does not mean, however, that 


the guarantee was subscribed in 
full by individual guarantors as a 
result of the recent general appeal 
to the public to that end, for, when 
the time limit expired—which was 
yesterday at noon—the total of the 
subscriptions in hand was still short 
of the amount required by several 
thousand dollars. 

But, rather than to let it go out 
to the world that Atlanta was un- 
able this year to make the requisite 
guarantee, and for the sake of the 
"good name of this city and of the 
south, the Atlanta Mus‘c Festival 
association directors themselves 
agreed to stand responsible for the 
deficiency in order that they might

Many of the automobile acci- 
dents that occur on our streets and 
highways from day to day are di- 
rectly attributable to ignorance, on 
the part of drivers, of the local 
traffic laws, rules and regulations. 

In this day of good roads and 
increasing highway transportation 
the automobile knows no_ State) 
boundaries, and for that reason 
laws and rulés covering traffic prac- 
tices should be as nearly uniform as 
possible throughout the length and 
breadth of the w&@¥e country. 

It is physically impossible for 


the drivers of these long-distance 
touring cars to familiarize them- 
selves with all of the traffic laws, 
rules and customs of the various 
states, cities and local communities 
through which they must pass.

It is a mistake for the general run 
of sick people to come directly to a 
specialist, writes one of a group of 
specialists, and just as much a mis- 
take for the specialist to accept them 
as patients. I have seen some ludi- 
<rous and some tragic mistakes made 
by very god specialists because of 
the Iack of perspeetive. A specialist 
sees only his own work, and the bet- 
ter he is in his own work the nar- 
rower his perspective. ‘There is one 
garage where they always insist on 
cleaning my spark plugs, no matter 
what may be wrong with the car. l 
have seen tonsils removed because of 
u reflex aphonia due to tuberculosis, 1 
have seen countless appendectomies, 
by excellent operators, tor functional 
disturbances. I have seen a nerve 
specialist overlook pernicious anemia 
us the cause of a spinal cord disturb- 
unce, and a skin specialist use his 
pastes and radiations on a case of 
diabetes—not because they were not 
capable men in their own fields, but 
because they lacked perspective. Mr. 
Theodore Layman requires consider- 
able enlightenment on the matter of 
specialism in medicine. He should be 
encouraged to regard the reputable 
specialist as a very valuable expert, if 
properly used. It is only human that 
the very best specialists in their sev- 
eral fields. of interest should lack the 
rounded judgment which is necessary. 
He can not pass. Lou and | should 
help the people to tind that out be 
fure they get hurt too badly. 

Should this fall under the notice 
of Mr. Layman, the suggestion of the 
specialist will perhaps have greater 
weight, coming from a specialist. 

The “passing” of the general prac- 
titioner has ben hailed by some spe- 
cialists and their friends for many 
years, the wish perhaps fathering the 
thought. Dr. John Brown, over 60 
years ago, wrote in the preface to 
“Rab and His Friends” and other pa- 
pers of his horae subsecivae: 

“So also in medicine . there 
are now as few family doctors as 
servants .... 
is greatly gone and especially in large 
cities, and much from this love oi 
change, of talk, of having everything 
explained, or at least named especially 
if it be in Latin, or running from 
one charming’ specialist to another. 


And the author appends a _ foot- 
note relating to the “love of baving 
things explained,” in which he quotes 
Dr. Cullen who wrote: “I have been 
obliged to please my patients some- 
times with reasons, and I have found 
that any will pass, even with abie 
divines and acute lawyers.” 

The specialist habit is largely culti- 
vated by folk who have run the ga- 
mut of self diagnosis and self doctor. 
ing—fatnous folk who think they 
know as much as an “ordinary doc- 
tor’ about their ills if not quite so 
much as a specialist. Good family 
doctors urge the counsel of specialists 
every day. Wise patients will con- 
sult specialists only by the family 
ductor’s advice.

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An executive order was issued on 
Thursday by Governor Hardwick fix- 
ing the fees of counsel for the state 
of Georgia in the oil inspection cases, 
decided in favor of the state by the 
ii States supreme court, at $10,- 


The litigation resulted from a for- 
mer decision of the supreme court of 
the United States in a case originat- 
ing from the state of Washington, 
under which a law similar to the 
Georgia oil inspection law was de- 
clared by the supreme court to be un- 
constitutional and void a8 an undue 
interference with interstate commerce. 

Immediately thereafter, the Ala- 
bama oil inspection law, almost iden- 
ticad with the Georgia statute, was 
likewise declared unconstitutional 
and void, for the same reason, by 
the United States court. 

A bill in equity was then filed in 
the United States court for the north- 
ern district of Georgia by the Texas 
Oil company, seeking to enjoin the 
operation of the Georgia oil inspec- 
tion law, for the same reasons con- 
tained in the federal decisions, and 
Judge Sibley issued an order restrain- 
ing the state of Georgia from collect- 
ing the fees fixed by the Georgia stat- 
ute for the inspection of oils, 


Order Is Issued. 

The restraining order was issued 
after Honorable Clifford Walker, 
then attorney general of Georgia, had 
announced his intention to resign his 
office to enter upon his campaign 
for the governorship. 

In this emergency, the governor of 

Georgia employed: Brewster, Howell 
& Heyman and Mark Bolding as spe- 
cial counsel in bebalf of the state of 
Georgia, to contest the bill filed by 
the Texas Oil company, and to en- 
deavor to sustain the statute and 
preserve to the state the large income 
derived from the operation of the 
statute. 
_ Before the case came up for hear- 
ing upon the prayer for an injune- 
tion, Similar biils were filed by the 
Standard Oil company and by the 
various oil companies doing business 
in Georgia. 

Upon the hearing, the plaintiffs 
were represented by Rosser, Slaton, 
Phillips & Hopkins, and the former 
decisions of the supreme court of the 
United States were vigorously urged 
as conclusive upon the questions pre- 
sented to- the court, the case being 
heard in Atlanta hefore Justices Sib- 
ley. Evans and Walker. 

After a lengthy trial, which at- 
tracted much attention on account of 
the importance of the issue and the 
large amount invelved in the litiga- 
tion, the contention of the state's 
counsel was sustained by Justices Sib- 


ley and Evans, and the injunction 
prayed for -~was denied. but 


Alabatga, who had previously held 
the Alfbama statute unconstitutional. 
dissented. 

The Texas Oil company case was 
thereupon appealed: to the supreme 
court of the United States by counsel] 
for the company, and the majority 
opinion of Justices Sibley and Evans 
was affirmed. 

$400,000 Gained. 

As the result of this decision, @ 
fund in exeess of $400,000 was turn- 
ed over to the state of Georgia, and 
the right of the state to enforee the 
collection of oi! inspection fees was 
conclusively and permanently con- 
firmed. 

From the amount turned over to 
the State, the sum of $38,000 was re- 
tained in the registry of the United 
States court to cover the court corts 
and expenses of the litigation and 
the contingent fees of special counsel 
for the state. 

Governor Hardwick referred to 
Honorable George M. Napier, attor- 
ney general of Georgia, for his offi- 
cial opinion, the question of determ- 
ining reasonable compensation for 
counsel, and the attorney general, in 
his opinion, held that if the employ- 
ment of special counsel contemplated 
certain and absolute compensation, | 
regardless of the result of the litiga- 
tion, a fee of not less than $10,000 
and not more than $12,500 would be 
reasonable, but if compensation of

After considering the matter for 
several months, Governor Hardwick, 
on Thursday, fixed the fee of the 
states counsel at $10,000, reciting, 
in his opinion, that the contract of 
employment for counsel stipulated “a 
just and equitable fee contingent upon 
the work done, the amount of which 
shall be determined by the governor.”

The one aim of the American farm- 
er,~Aaron Sapiro, of California, de- 
clared in the keynote uddress open- 
ing the conference, must be to mer- 
chandise his crops instead of dumping 
them on the market. To accomplish 
this, farmers must be organized, yot 
with the aim of fixing prices, but to 
protect the farm industry from dump- 
ing of crops on a market made by 
middlemen. 

Political efforts to better the con- 
dition of* the farming industry, Mr. 
Sapiro said, have failed and is now 
time for the farmer to remedy his 
industry from within itself through 
co-operative merchandising. The farm- 
er, the speaker added, is the only 
man in any great industry in the 
United States marketing individually, 
and he suffers accordingly. 

More than 870,000 farmers in the 
United States are now organized in 
merchandising associations, Mr. Sapi- 
ro said, representing a billion dol- 
lars worth of crops merchandised— 
not dumped on the market. The farm- 
er does not ask charity, nor does 
he contemplate a raid on the treas- 
ury, Mr. Sapiro added. He does de- 
mand, however, that the government 
Shall not discriminate against him. 
. The program of the council meet- 
ing includes a complete review by 
prominent speakers of the co-opera- 
tive marketing movement in the 
United States.- Other general ,top- 
ics of discussion will be co-operative 
financing and rural. credits legisla-

“We have several 
clues that are worth inquiring into,’ 
said Captain Wright, “and these will 
be investigated thoroughly before we 
will go to the grand jury.” 

“Another Woman.”

One of the clues referred to by the 
detective is the appearance of “an- 
other woman” in the case, Captain 
Wright admitted tonight that there 
is “another woman,” but he declined 
to reveal her identity, further than 
to say that she is a choir singer in a 
local church. The detective said his 
men had learned ‘eat Pollard was 
seen in company with “the other 
woman” several times recently, and 
this, he said, establishes a motive for 
Mrs. Richardson’s visit to the Pollard 
bome “for an understanding.” | 

The police today practically aban- 
doned the theory that Mrs. Richard- 
son was shot accidentally and put 
forward the theory that she was shot 
by Pollard in a scuffle which. followed 
a quarre! at the Pollard home. This 
latter theory was accepted by the 
coroner’s jury, althouch one member 
te that body dissented froin the ver- 

ict, 

“Facts we have co}lected,” said 
Captain Wright tonight “tend to 
show that Pollard’s relations with 
the woman for the past three or four 
years had been intimate. Mrs. Rich- 
ardson was discharged bv Pollard. 
but was later taken back. She remain- 
ed in his office but one day. She crew 
despondent and then desperate, when 
her savings ran low. and at this point 
she went to see Pollard at Nis home. 
There was a strnegle and Mrs. Rich- 
ardson was. killed.” 


Pistols Significant. 


The detectives turned their aften- 
tion today to the two pistols in the 
case in an effort to establish the 
ownership of the gun with |. which 
Mrs. Richardson is helieved to have 
been killed. The officers regard as 
significant the facet that one. of the 
pistolsa—that claimed by Pollard—is 
new and has never heen fired. It is 
2 .62-calibre Colt revolver and carries 
a “long” cartridge. The gun with 
which the woman is — to have 
heen killed was also of .22-calibre and 
of similar desien, but an “older weap- 
on. The detectives sav they have 
heen unable to establish the manner 
in which Mrs. Richardson might have 
esrried the pistol, since her nurse was 
filled with toilet articles and the wrap 
which she wore had no pockets large 
enongh to conceal the weannn. 

Efforts of the police and Common- 
wealth’s Attorney Dave Satterfield to 
delay the inqnest and the preliminary 
hearing of Pollard and J. Mochy 
West, held as an necessory, met with 
nartial failure todav, when Coroner 
J. M. Whi field ovdered an jurv of in- 
quest he jimpanejled. The hearing, 
howerer, was continued until Decem- 
ber 28.

Washington, December 14.—Facts 
and figures itf.endless array concern- 
ing the Standard Oil Company of New 
Jersey, its control, its operation and 
to a certain degree its policies, were 
presented by Walter C, Teagle, its 
president, to a senate manufacturers’ 
sub-committee today at the resuimp- 
tion of the senate-directed inquiry 
into prices and conditions in the oil 
industry. 

Appearing as the first of the lead- 
ers in the American oil world, which 


the sib-committee has summoned, Mr. 
Teagle, over a period of four hours, 
was questioned by Gilbert E. Roe, 
of New York, counsel for the sub- 
committee. The questions concerned 
the minutest details as to the opera- 
tions of the company and were di- 
rected toward bringing out the exact 
cost of the major oil products and 
the extent of competition in the oil 
industry, brought about by the su- 
preme court dissolution decree of 


Mr. Teagle, when asked some ques- 
tions with which he was unfamiliar, 
called on assistants who had acecom- 
panied him to Washington, bringing 
voluminous files. The Standard of 
New Jersey president, at the start, 
offered a prepared statement, but was 
eut short by Chairman La Follette, 
who announced that the sub-com- 
mittee had decided he should be ques- 
tioned. Questions asked by Mr. Roe, 
however, resulted in the placing of 
most of the statement into the eom- 
mittee record and just before adjourn- 
ment Mr. Teagle obtained from Acting 
Chairman Jones tentative permission 
to file the statement at the conclu- 
sion of his testimony. 

The statement, in addition to giv- 
details of the corporation’s or- 
ganization and business’ operations, 
declared the directors of the Stand- 
ard of New Jersey had, in- accord 
with the supreme court dissolution 
decree, “conducted the business of 
the company under the conditions of 
free and active competition, which 
they recognized the public demand.”

HOW TO SAVE 


WHEN SHOPPING

Because cotton, which is the cheap- 
est fiber, is sold at such a low price, 
many housewives do not think that it 
can be adulterated. There are, how- 
ever, many Ways in which it is pre- 
pared to deceive the inexperienced 
buyer unless she is on the lookout for 
adulterations. 

It may be heavily weighted, 
starched or sized. If you rub it 
vigorously between the hands, the 
white chalky specks of sizing may be 
seen on the hands. If the material is 
held up and torn quickly, a small 
cloud of starch or sizing may be seen. 
If very heavily starched material is 
touched by the tongue, the starch 
may be tasted or a sticky spot left 
on the material. In very thin fabries | 
the sizing may often be detected by 
holding the cloth up to the light, when 
, the starch shows between the threads. 
Washing or boiling a sample in soda 
water will show the amount of sizing 
present. 

} Another method of adulterating cot- 
i ton is shown in certain kinds of dotted 
‘swiss. A good swiss has thread dots 
woven or embroidered in the eloth 
These dots are generally woven with 
continuous threads on the back of the 
cloth. In a later process of finishing, 
the threads between the dots on the 
wrong side of the material are sheared 
off, leaving only the threads which 
catch through to make the dots on the 
right side. Sometimes the dots on 
dotted swiss are simply pasted on, 
and wash off when the material is 
laungered, Or, if they do not disap- 
near they are made brown by the 
heat of the iron.

At the same 
time, it is pointed out that the pur- 
pose might be served through diplo- 
matie channels, or, if the other pow- 
ers preferred, it might be handled 
through a conference of plenipoten 
tiaries. The latter’ method was em- 
ployed in the Washington disarma- 
ment conference last year. 

In this connection it is recalled that 
the American delegation at the Wash- 
ington conference advocated the lim- 
itation of all types of naval vessels, 
and the French delegation refused to 
assent to any limitation in the redue- 
tion of submarines, taking the position 
that such craft offered the only pro- 
tection to a small naval power. When 
the French declined to relinquish this 
position the British refused to inelude 
destroyers, which are the natural en- 
emies’ of the undersea vessels, Ac- 
cordingly, all naval craft under 10.- 
QUO tons was omitted from the treaty. 

It is this class of vessels thet a 
conference is proposed to discuss: 
but it is admitted that the parley 
may extend to other problems of a 
foreign nature, particularly questicns 
arising on the Atlantic. 

The fatter suggestion may resuJt in 
a thorough consideration of the sub- 
ject before the provision is accented 
by the senate, where the group of 
“irreconcilables” are ever eager to 
attack any extension of the foreign 
policy of the United States with re- 
spect to treaties.

Against Subsidy. 

The shipping bill was attacked by 
Senator Fletcher as unsound and un- 
wise. Declaring he favored building 
up an American merchant marine as 
much as any administration spokes- 
man, Senator Fletcher said that “‘sub- 
sidvy is not the remedy.” 

“We need an American merchant 
marine,” he declared, “but that’s not 
Saving we must pay a subsidy of 
$30,000,000 annually for fifteen years 
to a few private operators. A_sub- 
sidy will not give it to us, Subsidy 
never established a merchant marine 
for any country.” 

.  Kgplying to demands for a ship- 
ping remedy, Senator Fletcher said 
that the government might well oper- 
ate only the ships showing a profit 
and tie up the remainder, by distri- 
bution among the principal ports, un- 
til shipping conditions improve.

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Washington, December 14.—Prog- 
ress in public provision for the care 
of children since establishment in 


1912 of the children’s bureau of the 
department of iabor was summarized 
in the annual report of Miss Grace 
Abbott,,chief of the bureau, which 
was made public today. The bureau’s | 
current appropriation, she said, will 
enable it to meet only a small per- 
centage of the opportunities offered 
for substantial contributien to the | 
welfare of children. 

The report recited that in the ten 
years, the numbers of states having 
special agencies to deal with child 
health had increased from one to 46, 
and the number providing mothers’ 
pensions from two to 40. More 
than half the states, it said, have es- 
tablished commissions to make com- 
prehensive inguiries to bring about 
child welfare legislation and a simi- 
lar number have established bureaus 
to deal with dependent and delinquent 
children. . 

Adequate birth registration has 
been extended during the decade ta 
include 66 per cent of the popula- 
tion, and 42 states are co-operating 
with the federal government in ef- 
forts to reduce loss of life among 
mothers and babies. 

Physicians are giving more consid- 
eration to social and economic as- 
pects of child health, Miss Abbott 
added. Citing that the funds appro- 
priated under the maternity and in- 
fancy act to be apportioned to the | 
states for the year which ended June | 
30 did not become. available until | 
April, the report said payments had 
been made to 41 of the 42 states, 
which have accepted the terms of the 
legislation.

Profit-Takere Keep Av- 
erage Lower Until Last 
Hour of Trading Brings 
Increase. 


Chieago, December 14.—Renewed 
general buying carried wheat, corn 
and oats today to a fresh top rec- 
cord for the season, Sleet in Kansas 
and .predictions of a cold wave had 
more or less to do with stimulating 
demand in the wheat market. Wheat 
closed unsettled at the same as yes- 
terday's finish to 7-8 cents higher, 
May 128 7-8 to 124 and July 114 
5-S to 114 3-4. Corn gained half to 
5-3 cents to 2 cents, and oats 3-8 to 
7-8 cents. In provisions the outcome 
ranged to 2 cents decline to 10 cents 
advance, 


It was only in the last hour of 
trading that the upward swing of the 
wheat market became pronounced. Be- 
fore that time, prices have averaged 
lower, with profit taking sales a fea- 
ture and the buying restrained in 
view of unresponsiveness apparent 
in Liverpool toward yesterday’s ad- 
vance on this side of the Atlan- 
tic. On the decline here, however, 
offerings diminished and commission 
house demands increased, bulls put- 
ting stress on talk of prospective dam- 
age to the domestic winter crop. 

Reports that Minneapolis wills bad 
disposed of 50,000 barrels of flour to- 
day and were buying wheat here on 
the setbacks in price had considerable 
influence as an aid to the bull side 
of the wheat market at the last. Be- 
Sides the Argentine harvest was re- 
ported as being delaved and no heavy 
movement of new wheat from Argen- 
tina looked for until the end of Janu- 
ary.
